DETAILED ACTION 
Note to Applicant 

Amendment to the claims on 07/05/03 was submitted canceling claims 31-50. 
Claims 1-30 have never been presented in this application (10/313387) and has not 
been canceled. Applicant is reminded to present claims in order. The only pending 
claims are 51-53. As such only claims 51-53 are treated on the merits. 

Priority 

Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied 
with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date under 35

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 51-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Levin 
(US 5,578,030). 
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Levin discloses a surgical trocar /stylet 6 which has a sharp distal end. The 
stylet has a recess in the outer surface of the rod and the rod is shielded. The device of 
Levin is considered to be configured to receive a locking means and housed in a 
receiver as desired. 

Claims 51-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lemieux (US 5,084,023). 

Lemieux discloses a trocar having a recess/groove/notch on the rod/needle 22, 
which is engaged with a receiver in order to shield the rod/needle 22. Further, Lemieux 
discloses a surgical drain 40 attachable to the rod via the assemblies and the connector 
42. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Crawford et al. (US 5,601 ,536) discloses a needle that has a 
notch, which is engaged in the receiver (similar to Lemieux) to shield the needle.
